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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 112-131 are pending. Claims 112, 119, 124, 125, 128, and 131 have 
been amended in this communication filed 3/27/07 entered as Response After Non- 
Final Action. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 112 recites 
in line 14 "determines that the request This line should recite "determine that the 
request Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 112, 119, 124, 125, 128, and 131 recites the limitation M a specifier" and 
again in other claim limitations. The second "a specifier" should be recited as "the 
specifier". Claims 119, 124, 125, 128, and 131 have a similar problem. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claims. 

Claims 112, 117, and 122 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 12 in the preamble is unclear 
reciting in line 2 "more specifiers ... to a plurality thereof It is unclear what the 
"plurality thereof means. Do Applicants' mean a "plurality of objects thereof? 

Claims 117 and 122 have claims depending from multiple claims. This type of 
claim dependency creates a problem upon allowance of an application because the 
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claim cannot be made to depend on all of the claims in the series. The claim can only 
depend on one of the claims of the series of claims. 

Claims 113-118, 120-123, 126, 127, 129, and 130 are also rejected because of 
their on a rejected base claim. 

Conclusion 

5. Once these issues have been resolved, and an updated search performed and if 
no new art is found to reject the claims, the application will be allowed.
